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A LETTER FROM TOM WATKINS, PRESIDENT AND CO-OWNER OF MCMURRAY HATCHERY 


Spring was slowly turning into summer. The leaves were full on our trees, 
long after the sun had returned to warm the land and reminded the Earth it 
was time to grow again. The same as it does every year. You see, in the 
Midwest, nothing grows during the winter. We have USDA zones (4A here, in 
case you were wondering) that let us know when gardens will flourish, and 
when nothing will grow. Though, | suppose | should say that those zones tell 
us when no plants grow. Our animals, and kids, grow all year round. 


Earlier in the spring, as the heat began to set in, | was driving home and 
caught sight of our large maple tree, the one you can see from farthest 
away. | took in the colors, seeing the new growth highlighting the tree. 
The lighter colored leaves and young green branches reminded me of the 
sun highlighting a cloud. A nimbus surrounded the whole tree. | could so 
Clearly see the dark green leaves and thick 
branches creating a sturdy internal structure. 
No matter how big this great maple is, it still 
puts out new shoots each year. New leaves 
that stretch and reach for the light. 


This season, | have traveled more than ever 
before. We drove the family to South 
Carolina, then Tennessee. Spent time in 
Minnesota, Arkansas, Colorado, and 
Nebraska. Flew out to Virginia and New 
Hampshire. You see, this season was my 
time for growth. My time to stretch myself in 
new ways. Unfortunately, growth is usually 
accompanied by being uncomfortable. I’ve 
worked out enough to know this for many 
years. My ultimate discomfort in this current 
season of growth? Speaking at public events. 
Ick. | don’t care for it, but | do think | have 
something to offer. Not just ‘how to chicken’ 
and what not, but a view all my own, things | 
want to share. | want to push myself to grow. 
| want to build, stretch, and expand. 


These days, lm also trying to push myself so that | can help others grow. 
Traveling and speaking allows me a chance to reach people in a way that 
just isn't possible online. Mostly, | love traveling because | get to learn from 
others. And while | am very fond of doing things the way my grandfather 
did, that doesn't make them the best way in today's society. 


In New Hampshire, | got to compare experiences raising pastured pigs (and 
chickens and turkeys and ducks and geese) with Jack from the Mindful 
Homestead. | talked Highland cattle with Morgan from Gold-Shaw Farm.

With each handshake, each chance to speak about my own 
experience in the world, | can feel myself stretching. And building. Each 
stop on the road adds a connection, a new branch on my tree. New growth.

The Ameraucana is one of our most popular breeds, known for their beautiful 
blue eggs. The breed was originally developed in the 1970s, derived from 
Araucanas. Ameraucanas were bred to retain the blue-egg laying gene but 
eliminate some of the issues associated with the Araucana breed. We have 
been breeding Ameraucanas since the 1980s — even before they were admitted 
into the Standard of Perfection by the American Poultry Association in 1984. 
Our main flock of Ameraucanas is kept and sold as a mixed flock only, and 
specific feather coloring is not available. Our birds have muffs, but not all will 
have beards. Ameraucanas are extremely hardy birds that adapt well to both 
urban and rural settings.

Their small pea combs, immense size, and heavy 
feathering make them almost immune to cold weather. Hens are good brown 


egg layers — especially in winter — are likely to set, and make good mothers. 


BUFF BRAHMA 


The Buff Brahma was developed much later than the other varieties and is still 
very rare. Buff Brahma chicks are dark gray with a light buff-colored face. 
Adults are large golden-buff colored fowl with black hackle feathers edged in 
buff, a black tail, and feathered legs and feet. Their beautiful coloring and large 
size make this variety a truly regal bird.

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LEARNING HOW TO RAISE CHICKENS 
BEFORE YOU GET THEM, OR GETTING 
BABY CHICKS AND LEARNING AS YOU GO? 


It’s that time of the year again, when we're setting the eggs 
we gather to the side, so we can add them to the incubator. 
The children at our one-room schoolhouse will begin counting 
down the days, and watch as the eggs start to move, followed 
by some pecking sounds. Soon, lots of baby chicks will be 
chirping, ready to greet the world and the little kiddos who 
are welcoming them into it. 


My wife, Joey, just seemed to always know what to do when 
it came to raising and caring for chickens. When we married 
in 2002 and she moved into our farmhouse, with her seemed 
to come a plethora of experience in gardening, living simply, 
and raising the animals that would become our food supply. 
So it wasn’t long before she was walking in the door from a 
trip to the post office, with a box full of baby chicks, and we 
were building nesting boxes and places to roost. 


Through the next dozen or so years, we raised laying hens 
that came in different breeds and hatched blue, white, brown, 


and speckled eggs. We pulled 
broilers around the perimeter 
of our garden for weeks as 
they grew old and large 
enough to process. Joey’s 
mama and cousins drove 
down from Indiana the first 
few times we butchered 
chickens, and between their 
help and some Joel Salatin 
‘how to’ videos on YouTube, 
the shelves in our freezer 
soon became lined with the 
best chicken | had ever tasted. 


After Joey passed away in 2016, it took me awhile to get my 
own footing in the homesteading world, but eventually, 

|, too, would make the yearly trip to pick up a chirping box at 
the post office. In time, | showed our little girl, Indiana, how to 
put eggs in an incubator, and we watched as they came to 
life in the living room here at home. 


Now, a half-dozen years later, all of the children at Indy’s 
school look forward to hatching or ordering chicks that they 
can raise as part of their daily chores and school curriculum. 
When the bell rings at 3pm, most of the kids head home with 
their backpacks and a carton full of eggs that they gathered 
earlier in the day. 


My wife wanted to learn and know all she could before 
she took on a new endeavor in the barnyard or garden, but 
l've found I’m more of a ‘learn as you go’ kind of a farmer. 
There really is no wrong way to get started homesteading. 
| think the only way you can fail is to never begin.

CREVECOEUR «urs FEBRUARY - OCTOBER) 


The Crevecoeur a one of the oldest French breeds. Its name comes from the 
village of Crévecceur en Auge in Normandy, which translates in English as 
"broken heart.' Little is known about the origin of the breed, but they have been 
documented as far back as the 12th century. The Crevecoeur was a popular 
meat bird until WWII, when populations were decimated and left critically 
endangered until recent efforts were made to rebuild and preserve them. 

After lots of work, the Crevecoeur has moved from critical to threatened on 

the most recent Livestock Conservancy Priority List. 


The Crevecoeur is a tall, all-black, crested bird with slate-colored legs, reddish 
eyes, and a bright red v-comb. They are similar to but larger than the Polish, 
more like the size of the Houdan. Males average around 8 Ibs., while females 
are slightly smaller. Hens are fair layers of medium-sized white eggs, and are 
moderatly broody. Crevecoeurs are gentle birds, but can be timid due to limited 
Sight caused by their crests. They bear confinement well and are a fun choice 
for families in backyard settings, as well as fanciers looking for a rare breed

The Dorking is a British breed named for the town of Dorking in southern 
England. This is considered one of the oldest breeds of domesticated poultry, 
included in the first edition of the Standard of Perfection in 1874, and is 
rumored to have been brought to Great Britain by the Romans with Julius 
Caesar. Today, this breed is endangered, and has been recently listed as 
threatened on The Livestock Conservancy Priority List. The Dorking is a unique 
breed with a long body on disproportionately short legs and a distinctive fifth 
toe. Silver Gray Dorking males are a combination of silvery-white and black. 
Females are an ashy-gray with a light golden-brown chest. The Dorking is one 
of the few poultry breeds with red earlobes that lay a medium-sized, creamy 
white egg. Hens are considered non-setters, and these quiet birds like to forage 
in a free range setting.

Sonoma County, California is known for its famous 
vineyards and rolling hills. In Windsor, just north of Santa 
Rosa, lies Tiffany Holbrook’s urban 15-acre pastured egg 
farm. Aptly named Wise Acre Farm, Farmher Tiffany is wise 
beyond her years. She is a powerhouse: a wife, mother, 
community leader, educator, and social media influencer. 
She has a deep love for animals, a passion for soil health 
and rotational grazing, and a desire to educate others 
about respecting livestock throughout all phases of life. 


Tiffany didn’t grow up on a farm, but you could say that it 
has been in her blood since she was young, as her 30-year 
connection to her land began when she was a little girl. 
Tiffany grew up across the street from the property she 
currently farms, in what she refers to as cookie-cutter 
suburbia. As a child, she waited eagerly at her window, 
watching the farmer across the street walking among his 
walnut trees, working with his animals. She loved his egg 
vending machine, which he (and his hens) dutifully kept 
stocked. Little did she know that one day, she would grow 
up to tend those fields and stock that egg machine herself. 


Tiffany’s family moved away from the farm across the 
street, but she never forgot the things she saw there. As a 
high schooler, Tiffany begged her dad to get chickens, and 
eventually wore him down. Her first ever coop was stocked 
with McMurray Hatchery Ameraucanas, Rhode Island 
Reds, and Buff Orpingtons. Her entrepreneurial spirit was 
evident even back then, as she raised a new group of 
chicks for the people in her community each spring. 


Years later, as an adult, Tiffany realized the farm she grew 
up watching was for sale, and the rest is history. She left 
her job as an elementary school secretary to start Wise 
Acre Farm, a complete and total leap of faith. She stepped 
into a full-fledged operation as a first generation farmer, 
allowing her passion for learning and her love for her 
animals to guide her. 


"| always wanted to work with animals. My mom kept all my childhood 
projects, and in every single one, | wanted to work at a zoo or be a vet. 
Back then, those were the options in your head when you loved 
animals and wanted a career working with them. It never occurred to 
me to be a livestock farmer,” she says. But, what is a livestock farmer 
in today’s society? Often, when people hear the term “farmer,” it 
conjures up images of large-scale commercial operations and white 
eggs coming from caged birds. Tiffany wants to change that narrative, 
to be a different kind of farmher. Her goal is to shift that mindset by 
allowing others to see that many farmers, like herself, work tirelessly 
to care for their animals. 


Tiffany starts each new season with a fresh group of chicks, rather 
than bringing in ready-to-lay hens that were raised elsewhere. Over 
time, she has developed a two-year brooding rotation, raising three 
groups of chicks each year. During “Year One” of her system, she 
begins with Rhode Island Red chicks, as they are slower to mature 
and lay. Mid-way through the season, she brings in Pearl White 
Leghorns because they are laying powerhouses that require very little 
feed and thrive on pasture. She also views these particular hens as an 
opportunity to break the stigma surrounding white eggs, which are 
often associated with battery-cage laying operations. She uses their 
white eggs to educate her customers about both shell and yolk quality 
when hens are raised on a species-appropriate omnivore diet. For her 
final batch of chicks in this rotation, she raises production Red Stars, 
which help kick-start spring laying in February. During “Year Two,” she 
repeats the same pattern of Heritage, high-volume layers, and 
production breeds, using Barred Rocks, Ameraucanas, and Black Stars. 
She also raises Polish and Silkies to add variety in egg size, and to 
draw customers in during her farm tours. 


Under Farmher Tiffany’s watchful eye, her flocks strategically graze her 
pastures, living life as chickens should. Holbrook plants a wide variety 
of cover crops, allowing her hens to feast on fresh greens, hunt for 
bugs, and scratch at the dirt under open skies. Within this system, an 
age-old cycle is honored at Wise Acre Farm: flocks reap the benefits of 
ranging and grazing while returning nutrients to the land itself. 


Wise Acre Farm is more than a farm. It’s a childhood dream realized, a 
community resource, and a hub of education. It’s 15 acres of pastured 
poultry, offering deeply nourishing eggs and meat to those who know 
the value and importance of a life well-lived. And, it’s run by a woman 
who seized an opportunity to live out her passion, allowing herself to 
grow in connection with her animals and her land. All of this sparked 
thanks to a box of McMurray chicks so many years ago.

Conservancy Priority List. The Houdan, like the Crevecoeur, was originally 
a table bird in France. They were imported to the U.S. in the mid-1800s, 
and were admitted into the APA Standard of Perfection in 1874.

This set us on the path to raising 9996 of our own pastured 
meat, and 7096 of our own fruits and vegetables. Having 
pasture-raised hens for our eggs, organic meat birds to 

fill our freezers, and home grown produce in 

canning jars right outside our back 

doors has been a blessing beyond 

words. Now, we raise 19 laying hens, 

6 ducks, and 50 meat birds a year. 

We also host hands-on meat bird 

butchering classes at our homestead.

Mature 
males are white with black and iridescent blue with silver shades, giving 

them a striking appearance. Hens lay small white eggs and are non-setters. 
These gentle birds have gorgeous plumage and are very heat tolerant.

The health they bring to our 


family and our land is invaluable to us. 
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Justin and | began gardening in 2005 in an effort to save money at the grocery store. 
Then, in 2006, Justin was put in charge of 1,200 meat chickens and layers while 

we were volunteering at an orphanage in Honduras. After returning to the states, 

we decided it was time for us to raise our own chickens for meat and eggs. 


Our introduction to chickens kickstarted our journey in homesteading with animals. 

With their nutrient-dense eggs and meat, these birds have changed our family's health 

for the better. Chickens also changed the way we homestead, as we use them to transform 
the health of our farm. 


By moving our layers on pasture each day, we continue to improve our soil health 
throughout the property. Our chicken-run compost corner supplies nutrients to our 
gardens. We also use our chickens to work the gardens, cleaning up produce and weeds 
while returning nutrients to the soil. They work the soil in the high tunnel all winter, and 
then we use those fertile spaces to grow veggies in the summer. 


Broiler chickens have improved our pastures immensely. Pastures that once had weak 
grass growth and poor soil health are now lush and green. When | walk through those 
fields now, | am always amazed at what the broilers have done for the land they were on. 
At the end of their lives, they nourish our family with nutrient-dense meat and bone broth. 


Our layers and broilers provide us with food that we cannot buy at a store. Eggs are a 
staple in our home. They are an amazing source of choline, have the perfect amino acid 
profile, and contain lots of other vitamins and minerals. Our family consumed five gallons 
of chicken stock and bone broth each week when | was on the GAPS diet, and we all saw 
improvements in our health because of it. 


We will never be without chickens (broilers and layers) ever again. The health they bring 
to our family and our land is invaluable to us.

RHODE ISLAND RED 


(SHIPS FEBRUARY — OCTOBER) 


One of the most famous and all-time favorite American chicken breeds, the 
Rhode Island Red was developed in the early part of the late 1800s in the 
states of Rhode Island and Massachusetts. The single comb variety was 
recognized by the American Poultry Association in 1904, and a lesser known 
rose comb variety was recognized in 1906. Today, the Rhode Island Red is the 
official state bird of Rhode Island, and the only breed of chicken recognized as a 
state bird in the United States. 


The Rhode Island Red was developed as a dual-purpose breed to lay a high 
number of eggs and dress out at a good size. Over the past century, the Rhode 
Island Red has been selectively bred for more efficient egg production and less 
broodiness. Our production strain is one of our best brown egg layers. 


These hardy birds are a good choice for all areas across the United States, 
thriving under a variety of conditions. Hens are prolific brown egg layers, and 
are easy to raise and keep. Both hens and roosters are a rich mahogany color, 
and males have a lustrous black tail.

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Sex Links 


A Sex link is a hybrid cross chicken that can be sexed by its color at the time 

of hatch. This trait does not carry down to subsequent generations, however. 
Sex links are bred specifically to be excellent layers, often producing 300+ 
eggs per year, depending on the quality of care and feed. They are a perfect 
choice for those selling farm fresh eggs. Sex links are easy to raise, hardy in 
most climates, and have a good feed-conversion ratio. Hens begin laying at 
around 22 weeks and will often keep laying right through warm or cold weather. 


AMBER STAR «(ups FEBRUARY — OCTOBER) 


The Amber Star (Amberlink) is a sex link chicken whose parent stock is the 
inverse of our Red Stars. Amber Star hens are predominately white with red 
flecking, and cockerels are red with white flecks. These hardy birds will lay 
large brown eggs, even in cold weather.

Getting Started with Baby Chicks, Turkeys, Ducks, Geese, Guineas, Pheasants, and Partridge 


Your new baby poultry will arrive two to three days after they ship. Baby chicks do not need food or water for those few days because they ingest the yolk 
of the egg as they hatch. However, when they arrive, they will need water, food, and a warm brooder immediately. A brooder is a confined space that is free 
from drafts. Baby poultry will need a brooder for approximately four weeks until they are feathered out and can regulate their own temperature. To help you 
get your chicks off to a good start, this page includes some important information to keep in mind as you prepare for the arrival of your poultry. Please read 
this information carefully.

TOP 5 BASICS WHEN CARING FOR BABY POULTRY 


1. 


FEED: Use a commercial chick starter for the first eight weeks. On the first 
day, cover the litter with newspaper and spread some feed on the papers. 
You should also have full feeders available. This will allow the new birds to 
find the feed easily. Use a 2-foot feeder for each 25 chicks. After the first 
day, remove the papers from the starting area. Please refer to the next page 


* GRIT: Chickens and other poultry do not have teeth, so POULTRY MUST HAVE 
GRIT (crushed rock) to help break down the food in their crop and gullet. Once 
your chicks are started and eating properly — somewhere around the third day 
— sprinkle Chick Grit (#1 size) on their feed daily, just as if you were salting 
your food. Avoid putting too much at any one time so your birds don't fill up on 
grit instead of their feed. 


* PICKING: Chickens and other poultry will often pick each other if they are too

for required feed protein levels for the type of poultry you are ordering. 


2. WATER: You will need a 1-gallon chick waterer per 50 birds. Your birds will 
be very thirsty when they arrive. Most baby bird loss is caused because the 
bird doesn’t start to eat or drink, so it’s important to dip the beak of each 
chick in the water before you turn it loose in the brooder. This helps 
ensure the chicks can find their water so they remain properly hydrated. 
Never let your birds run out of water. We recommend using either Quik Chik 
or Broiler Booster in the water. For the first two days, you can add three 
tablespoons of sugar to each quart of water for extra energy if needed. 


3. HEAT: Baby poultry can’t regulate their own core body temperature, so 
maintaining the proper brooder temperature is critical. For the first week, 
baby poultry will need a brooder with the temperature at 90-95 degrees. 
Use a thermometer to monitor the brooder temps. The area directly under the 
bulb should be kept at the proper temperature, while the outer areas of the 
brooder will be slightly lower. Birds will seek out areas with the temperature 
they need. Use one bulb for each 50 chicks in cold weather. Use one bulb for 
each 100 chicks in warm weather. Each week, reduce the temperature by 
five degrees until you get to 70 degrees. By then, your birds should be 
feathered out and won't need any more supplemental heat. A good source 
of heat is a brooder lamp with a 250-watt heat bulb, hung 18” above the 
brooder floor. Red bulbs are preferred, as the red light may help to prevent 
picking. Use caution with heat bulbs, as they can be a fire hazard. A radiant 
heat plate is a safe and effective alternative to heat lamps. Use radiant heat 
plates in a room with an ambient temperature of at least 60-65 degrees. 


4. LIGHT: If you use a heat bulb, this will also serve as a light. If not, your 
birds will need light. Use a 75-watt bulb on dark days. A small nightlight — 
approx. 15 watts — can be used at night to help prevent piling. 


5. SPACE: To create the brooder area, create an area of 0.5 sq. ft. per bird at 
the start. Use a draft shield, brooder guard, or cardboard at least 12 inches 
high to form the brooder sides. This will help contain your birds and protect 
them from drafts. For 50 chicks, make the circle about 5-6 feet across, or 
7-8 feet across for 100 birds. 


OTHER IMPORTANT MATTERS 


* LITTER: Wood shavings, rice hulls, or ground cobs make good litter. Do not 
use cedar chips, sawdust (which is too fine and baby birds may eat it 
instead of their food), or treated wood chips. Sand, straw, or dirt will also 
work, but are not as ideal as the options mentioned above. Cover the base 
of your brooder with least one inch of bedding. We recommend covering the 
bedding with paper towels or other non-slip paper for the first day in order 
to prevent the chicks from eating their litter instead of the feed. To avoid 
possible leg problems, ensure the paper you use is non-slip. Remove the 
papers after the first day for heavy breeds and meat birds, and after the 
third day for lighter breeds. 
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hot, too crowded, bored, or without fresh air. Bright light can also cause them 
to pick, and sometimes they pick for no apparent reason. To stop picking, try 
giving your birds fresh grass clippings a few times a day, and darken the 
room. Treat injured birds using an anti-pick product on any wounds until 
healed. If necessary, separate the injured or the aggressive bird. 


SPECIAL SITUATIONS AFTER THE CHICKS ARRIVE 


IF THE BIRDS HAD A HARD TRIP: Instead of using the standard feed and 
water suggestions listed, put six more tablespoons of sugar in each 

gallon of water. Then, mix some of this extra sweet water with some of 
your feed to make a soupy mix. Give your birds this soaked feed and water 
mix for 3-4 days to get them over the hump. 


REAR-END PASTY BUTT: Sometimes, stress can cause manure to stick to 
and dry on the backside of a baby bird. It is important to remove this buildup 
daily. Using a cloth and warm water, gently soak and loosen the dried manure 
from the affected area, being careful to not pull out the down. This should 
disappear in a few days as the bird starts to grow. 


CORNISH CROSS & BROILERS: Start these types of birds on a broiler starter. 
Higher protein has been known to help avoid leg problems. We recommend 
switching to limit feeding when your chicks are around 12 days old. Fill their 
feeders each day, and let feed run out in the late afternoon. Repeat with fresh 
feed each morning. Research has shown that following a limit feeding 
schedule leads to considerably less health problems as birds mature. We also 
recommend giving your chicks Broiler Booster in their water from start to 
finish. While management, environment, and feed quality can affect growth 
rates, Cornish Game Hens should be ready to butcher by 4 weeks. Cornish 
Cross cockerels should have a dressed weight of 3-4 pounds in 6-8 weeks, 
while pullets and Cornish Roasters will take 1-2 weeks longer. Under ideal 


conditions, birds will gain 0.5-1 pound per week after 6-7 weeks. Birds grown 


past suggested time frames may experience leg and heart problems. 


AFTER FOUR WEEKS: 


SPACE: Increase floor area to 0.75 sq. ft. per bird. 

FEEDERS: Increase feeders to provide 2.5-3 inches of space per bird. 
WATERERS: Increase waterers to one 5-gallon fount per 100 birds. 
GRIT: Make sure grit hopper is filled with the proper sized grit. 


ROOSTS: Install roosts at the back of the brooder area. 
Allow 4 inches per bird with roost poles 6 inches apart. 


FRESH AIR: Weather permitting, open windows during the day, and leave 
partially open overnight. 


RAISE WATER FOUNTS: Place founts on platforms to prevent water puddles. 
GET OUTSIDE: Let your birds forage outside in a safe area on warm days. 


CARING FOR BABY DUCKS AND GEESE 


1. FEED: Feed starter crumbles up to four weeks of age. Grower pellets are 
preferred from that point on. Layer pellets can be introduced gradually at 
their first egg. Mash should not be fed at any time unless it is moistened at 
each feeding, and care should be taken to avoid spoilage. Whole and 
cracked grains can be used to supplement the pellets at maturity. Green 
grass and vegetable trimmings can be given at any time. Check the niacin 
levels of your feed, and be sure to supplement if needed. 


2. WATER: Ducklings and goslings should have access to clean drinking 
water at all times, but should not be given enough for them to walk or 
swim in yet. Since they have been hatched in an incubator, they do not 
have their mother’s protective oil on their down, and therefore they can be 
easily chilled if allowed to be in water. Access to swimming water can be 
given when fully feathered at approximately two months of age. 


IMPORTANT: Leg bands and tape must be removed when your birds arrive. 


3. HEAT: During the first week, they will need access to areas heated to 90°. 
This can be reduced 5° per week. For small numbers, a heat lamp 
suspended 18” above the bedding is fine. A Brinsea EcoGlow heat plate 
can also be used. Heating may take daily adjustments. If they are huddled 
or climbing on one another, increase the temperature. If they move away 
from their heat source, reduce the temperature. Take care to protect them 
from all drafts. 


4. HEALTH: Keep the bedding as dry as possible. Wood shavings are the best 
option. Do not use cedar chips, sawdust, or treated wood chips for 
bedding. Once your ducklings or goslings are one month old, old allow 
them room to exercise and play outdoors during the day if possible. Be 
sure to protect them from dogs, cats, and other predators. You should 
have few health problems if you follow all the above instructions. If you do 
have any issues, try adding Terramycin to their diet 


Protect Your Chicks with Vaccinations 


An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure. Protect your new flock with these important vaccinations. We recommend vaccinating chicks 
against Coccidiosis and Marek’s disease. As you place your order, check YES on the box asking if you would like your chicks vaccinated. 


COCCIDIOSIS VACCINATION 


Keeping small poultry flocks healthy and productive requires skilled husbandry practices. 
We offer a coccidiosis vaccine to help you protect your flock. Coccidia are common 
protozoan parasites present in almost all chicken yards. They can lay dormant for years 
until chickens are introduced. Heavy infections of coccidia can cause serious disease, 
sometimes resulting in death. Chickens of all ages can come down with coccidiosis, but 
4-16 week-old chickens are most commonly affected. Wet litter, poor nutrition, and 
concurrent diseases are the most common triggers of this ailment. Vaccinations are best 
when given to chicks at 1-3 days of age. IMPORTANT: To reduce the threat of 
coccidiosis, you should either: 1) Have us vaccinate your birds and use usemedicated 
feed OR 2) Use a medicated feed containing a coccidiostat. ORGANIC GROWERS: 
Vaccinations are in compliance with the NOP/USDA organic standards. However, you should 
still verify with your certifying agency before having us vaccinate your chicks.

Marek's is a widespread disease affecting domestic chickens in all sections of the world. It 
is characterized by lesions affecting the nervous system, organs, and other tissues. Young 
chickens under 16 weeks of age are most susceptible. There is no treatment for Marek's 
once the birds are infected. Chicks must be vaccinated as close to the time of hatch as 
possible for the vaccine to be effective. We vaccinate all of our own breeding stock and 
highly recommend you do the same. Vaccinating your birds for Marek's is another 
appropriate step in strong poultry management. Don't take any chances, let us vaccinate 
your chicks prior to shipment of your order. Don't forget to check YES on vaccinations when 
placing your order.

BIOSECURITY 


Biosecurity 


At McMurray Hatchery, we strive to ensure that you receive healthy chicks. We participate in 
the USDA National Poultry Improvement Plan (NPIP), are certified Pullorum-Typhoid Clean, 


Al Clean, and we are Salmonella Monitored. As participants in these programs, we follow a 
very strict vaccination, biosecurity, and testing protocols. We test all of our flocks monthly for 
Al and Salmonella. You can help keep your flock healthy by reading and following the biosecurity 


guidelines recommended by the United States Department of Agriculture below. 


TIPS TO PREVENT POULTRY DISEASE 


1. KEEP YOUR DISTANCE. Restrict access to your property and your birds. 
Consider fencing off the area surrounding your birds to form a protective barrier. 
The immedate area surrounding your birds is your "clean" area, and all other 
areas — even the buffer area immediately surrounding your coop and run — 
are considered "dirty" and are a risk for spreading disease and bacteria. 


Only allow people who take care of your birds to come into contact with them. 
Your caretakers should not attend bird shows or other events where birds are 
present. Require all visitors to your property who want to see your birds to wash 
and clean their shoes, or keep clean boots for them to wear. If your visitors have 
birds of their own, ask that they only see your birds from a distance and do not 
let them near your birds. 


Game birds and migratory waterfowl should not have contact with your flock 
because they can carry germs and diseases. If your birds are outdoors, try to 
keep them in a screened area. All wild birds must be considered to be a risk to 
your flock, even if the birds appear healthy and disease-free. 


2. KEEP IT CLEAN. Be cautious about tracking dirt and disease into your coop 
and run where it could infect your flock. Germs can be picked up on shoes and 
clothing, and easily move from one area to another. To keep your birds germ- 
free, keep a pair of shoes and a set of clothes to wear only around your birds. 
Many keep these clean items in a container at the entrance to their coop or run. 


Always wear clean clothes and disinfect your shoes before coming in contact 
with your birds. To disinfect your shoes, use a scrub brush and disinfectant to 
remove droppings, mud, or debris. Clothes should be clean, and should not have 
been previously worn in areas where other poultry owners have gathered. Wash 
your hands thoroughly with soap and water before entering your bird area. 


Keep cages, food, and water clean on a daily basis. Clean and disinfect 
equipment that comes in contact with your birds or their droppings, including 
tools, feed scoops, shovels, rakes, and brooms. All manure must be removed by 
cleaning surfaces with soap and water, then disinfect the area. Properly dispose 
of dead birds by burial or incineration, or take them to a landfill. Check your 
local ordinances for acceptable disposal methods. 


3. DON’T HAUL DISEASE HOME. Car and truck tires, poultry cages, and 
equipment can all harbor germs. When traveling to a location where other birds 
are present, including the feed store, be sure to clean and disinfect these items 
before return to your property. 


Taking some of your birds to a fair or exhibition? Keep show 
birds separate from the rest of your flock for a minimum of two 
weeks after the event to ensure that they aren’t bringing any 
diseases or illnesses back to your flock. 


When bringing in new birds, ensure that they are from a 
reputable NPIP provider. New birds should be kept separate from 
your flock for at least 30 days before integrating them with the rest of your 
birds. To prevent disease, it is best not to mix birds from different species or 
different sources. 


4. DON’T BORROW DISEASE FROM YOUR NEIGHBOR. Do not share birds, 
lawn and garden equipment, tools, or poultry supplies with neighbors or other 
bird owners. Thoroughly clean and disinfect all equipment before bringing it 
onto your property. Remember to clean and disinfect borrowed items before 
returning them. Never share items such as wooden pallets or cardboard egg 
cartons, as they are porous and cannot be adequately cleaned and disinfected. 


5. KNOW THE WARNING SIGNS OF INFECTIOUS BIRD DISEASES. Many bird 
diseases can be difficult to diagnose. The list below includes general symptoms 
to look for that signal something might be wrong with your birds. Early detection 
of signs and symptoms is a an important part in preventing the spread of 
disease among poultry and other fowl. 

e Sudden death 


* Diarrhea 

* Decreased or complete loss of egg production 

* Abnormal laying, including soft-shelled or misshapen eggs 
* Sneezing, gasping for air, nasal discharge, coughing 

* Lack of energy and appetite 

* Swelling of tissues around eyes and in neck 

* Purple discoloration of the wattles, combs, and legs 


* Depression, muscular tremors, drooping wings, twisting of head 
and neck, lack of coordination, or complete paralysis 


If your birds present signs of illness, separate any sick birds from the rest 
of your flock and contact a local veterinarian or your Extension Office. 


IMPORTANT FACTS ABOUT AVIAN INFLUENZA 


Avian Influenza (also known as "bird flu") is an ongoing concern. We share the 
following information as a public service announcement to keep our customers 
better informed with suggestions on ways to help protect your own flocks. 


PROTECTING YOUR FLOCK 
The best way to protect your flock is to follow strict bio-security procedures: 


* Do your best to prevent your flock from coming into contact with wild birds. 
A major vector for the introduction of Avian Influenza is migratory birds. 


* Use foot-baths with appropriate disinfectants to clean footwear when moving 
from an area where wild birds might be present, to the areas where your 
flocks are housed.
